G.S.R. 448(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 67 of the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Prac¬ 
tices Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and Members) Rules, 1970, 
namely;— 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices 
Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and Members) Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(,2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of 
Service of Chairman and Members) Rules, 1970 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 
after rule 4A, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

"48, Contnhutory Provident Fund .—Where the salary of the Chairman or a 
member is fixed in accordance with rule 3 or rule 4 or rule 4A, he shall be 
eligible for the benefits admissible under the Contributory Provident Fund 
Rules (India), 1962". 
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3. In rule 5 of the said rules, after sub-rule (2) the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely;— 

"(3) The Chairman and members of the Commission shall be entitled to the same 
travelling allowance in respect of journey to their home town, on comple¬ 
tion of their tenure, as is admissible to Central (roveriiment officers on 
retirement”. 

4. After rule 6 of the said rules, the following rules shall be inserted, namely:— 

'‘6A. Refusal of leave. —(1) Leave at the credit of the Chairman or a member shall 
lapse on the date on which he vacates his office; 

Provided that if, in the requirements of the public service, the Chairman or a 
member is, or has been refused, leave preparatory to the expiry of his term 
of office, he may, for the hardship caused by such refusal, be granted 
compensation for the leave so refused, subject to the conditions that the 
compensation shall be granted in respect of not more than 120 days of leave 
refused, and the amount of such compensation shall be determined in the 
manner hereinafter set out and paid to the Chairman or member, as the 
case may be, in equal monthly instalments, not exceeding four.. 

(2) For the purpose of determining the arnount of compensation payable to the 
Chairman or a member under sub-rule (1), the total amount of-— 

(i) the leave salary that the Chairman or member would have drawn if the 

leave had not been refused, and 

(ii) the pension (and pension equivalent of any other form of retirement bene¬ 

fits) to which the Chairman or member is entitled from the date of 
vacation of office for a period equivalent to the period of leave refused, 

shall be calculated separately, and the balance amount after deducting the 
total amount of pension (including the pension equivalent of other retirement 
benefits) so calculated under clause (ii) from the amount of leave salary 
referred to in clause (i) shall be the amount of compensation payable to 
the Chairman or memlrer under sub-rule (1). 

6B. Leave Travel Concession. —^The Chairman and members shall be entitled to 
the grant of leave travel concession, as is admissible to a government officer 
appointed on contract basis”.
